Sown thirty years since the bleak and wild moun- 


tains of the Sutherland estate were occupied by a 
Gaelic population, engaged in an unending struggle 
against starvation. The Duke of Sutherland induced 
the great majority of these wretched creatures to re- 
move to the sea-shore, where he distributed lots“ 
to each, erected “ sheelings,” built small piers, and 
employed fishermen to teach them their sea-faring 
trade. The Gaels at first shuddered at and feared 
the sea; by degrees however, they took to it. These 
colonists are already wealthy, and hold in mortgage 
the cattle and lands of those who refused to move. 
It is a spirit-stirring and beautiful scene when, 
in the quiet evening, from every creek and ravine, 
the boats are pushed out, and the shore is 
lined with a multitude of fishing barks. Away 
they go to sea and shoot deep-sea nets, stretching a 
length of thirty or forty miles. When the boats are 
all moored to the nets, a psalm is sung, and a wierd 
sound of melody is borne by the breeze to the 
watchers at home. Equally interesting is it to see 
the army on its return. A boat sometimes brings 
in from 30 to 100 “ crans,” the produce of one night's 
work. The shóre now is lined, with country carts 


for | and panniered horses. Ina moment the glittering 


herrings are sorted, packed, and loosely salted. Then 
comes a move, and away to railways & in-shore 
towns the cadgers proceed, bringing with them a 
cheap and wholesome food, which may be cured or 
dressed in a variety of ways. 

The herring and cod fisheries of Scotland em- 
ployed, last year, 43,000 fishermen and boys, 12,802 
bosts. The boats, lines, and nets of these people 
were valued at £739,096. They cured and. sold 
118,383 hundredweight of cod and ling, or nearly 
4,000,000 of fish. They cured 491,487 barrels of 
herrings, and exported 272,979 barrels, and took out 
of the sea more than a million of pounds’ value. 
Those who are acquainted with the coasts of Scot- 
land assert that the fisheries of that locality could es 
readily yield ten times the sum if properly developed. 

Some naturalists tell us that the herring is an 
eccentric fish, for years frequenting a particular 
shore, and then suddenly leaving it. Others suppose 
that the use oftrawl-nets, instead of drift-nets, have 
injured the young fish and spawn, and lessened the 
masses of herring shoals. Doubtless the same rule 
prevails among the animal as the vegetable world, 
Thai ie AEE kul the Arctic ice, myriads of 
herrings issue forth and join the Gulf Stream. They 
strike the headlands on the North of Scotland, and 
divide into two great bodies: one passing down the 
East, the other the Western coasts. The latter again 
divide at the North of Ireland, one moiety passing 
through the British Channel, the other round by the 
West and South of Ireland, bearing employment 
and food for many thousand families. Providence 
thus annually encircles these islands with a mass of 
food which cannot be calculated. Yet, of all these, 
coasts, only one—the West coast of Scotland, is pro- 
perly fished. On the East there are few stations 
and, therefore, few fish taken. All along the coasts 
of Ireland there are not half a dosen fishing or 
curing stations; some boats, ill-constructed and 
of the simplest character of rig, steal out a few miles 
from shore and drop their nets. It is readily said 
that the fish have forsaken our shores; but the truth 
is that man has deserted them. There is no adven- 
ture, little speculation, though a world of t-easure 
flows idly round us. While our bays and banks 
swarm with fish we are large importers of it. We 
took from Scotland last year 68,882 barrels of cured 
herrings, and nearly 15,000 hundredweight of ling.

A letter from 
Turin, of the 8th, says: — The society called the 
Armed Nation’ has been reconstituted, Garibaldi 
being named president, with Bertini and Brusco vice- 
presidents. Itis the continuation of the famous society 
founded by Brofferio, during Matizzi’s Ministry, for the 
presidentship of which Garibaldi lef} the National So- 
ciety, when he opened the famous subscription for 
the million of muskets. It appears that the Committee 
of Action—in other words, the Sicilian Ministry of War 
in Italy—directed by Bertani, is about to be trans- 
ferred to Palermo, which will become the general 
centre of the administration, the depot of the volun- 
teers, and the point of departure for everything. 
There will still be an agency at Genoa, but it will 
be henceforth of only secondary importance.” 

The latest accounts from Messina mention that Gari- 
baldi was still there, Waking his preparations. 

General Turr had quite an ovation on the 8th. From 
the Corso Vittore Emmanuele” he was followed to his 
hotel by an immense crowd, shouting “ Viva !’Italia !” 
„ Viva Garibaldi! Viva il Generale Turr !” Alex- 
ander Dumas left Marseilles two days ago for Genoa.

The Indépendance Belge of Sunday evening says :—

of the publication of a document of this kind on the 
18th, the anniversary of the imperial birthday, a 
publication which would coincide with the mul- 
gation of new concessions to public opinion. Francis 
Joseph, foreseeing an early attack on Venetia, wishes, 
it is said, to make all possible concessions to his 
Magyar and Sclave subjects, so that he may not find 
himself pressed at the same time by two revolu- 


of political “economists” (abhorred by J. Ruskin) 
sturdity inaugurated, threatening from afar the stones 
of Venice, and guilty of calling on “the very stones of 
Rome to rise and mutiny.” 

The camp at. Chalons, destined shortly to count 80,000 
men under canvas during the autumn, is not a very 
tranquillising spectacle for the dwellers beyond the 
Rhine, but there is within the reach of every local court, 
power; principality, and domination, a talisman with 
‘which to conjure and baffie tenfold such a host. It is 
simply to throw themselves honestly on the national 
loyalty by the grant of self-government. Such a course 
u vet open to Austriu, Hanover, Saxony, Bavaria, and 
the Di minorum gentium all over Germany, whose reli- 
ance is on à system found utterly rotten in the ex-king- 
dom of Naples. Strong in the adoption of popular 
rights, and backed by the manhood of Fatherland, they 
might defy any multitude just now under tents at that 
spot in Champagne, where a far larger camp once held 
that very ground viz., the Hun hordes of Attila. 

The Court at Naples, taken rather by surprise at 
the retirement from Paris of Marquis Antonini, has 
hastened to fill up the post of Ambassador here, by 
transferring hither Count Canofari, who does duty at 
Turin, that diplomatist filling rather a useless oflice in 
the capital of Upper Italy. The Archbishop of Cham- 
bery, who undertook so lately to lecture Victor Em- 
manuel’s Government on the indecorum of calling on 
episcopal functionaries to sing Té Deums for events of 
national benefit, has received an exactly similar call 
from M. Rouland, French Minister of Public Worship, 
and has most obsequiously published at once a pastoral 
ordering his clergy to comply with the Im requisi- 
tion on the 15th of August, feast of St. Napoleon. He 
has found out that he is now not only geographically, 
but theologically, on a different side of the mountains. 

The recent circular from the same Ministerial autho- 
rity, repressive of an immortal tendency in feuilletons, 
and instituting a board of control to exercise vi 
over periodicals, has been set at nought most signally in 
Paris, by a very widely-read bi-weekly journal, that 
chartered libertine, Figare. This has devoted the 
ground-floor of its columns (rez de chaussée ) to the ad- 
ventures of Bergami and Caroline of Brunswick, the 
real details given being tar more objectionable than most 
imaginative figments. The worst part of the pub- 
lication is its conclusion, where the consort of George 
TV. is likened to Mary Stuart and to the Electress Sophia 
Dorothea of Hanover, the Italian valet de — being 
the companion picture of David Rizzio and Count Kon- 
ingsmark !
